Rep. Ostling 
For - Against 
2 Bills Passed 


“The House took one step 
forward and one step backward 
this week.” was today’s com- 
ment of State Representative 
Ralph Qstling (R-Roscommon) 
regarding House passage of the 
“open meeting” bill and sub- 
sequent. passage of the “Cam- 
paign reform” bill. 

The House this week adopted 
Sub. HB 4938 on a nearly 
unanimous vote. As it was sent 
to the Senate the bill requires 
that all meetings of all public 
and governing hodies be open 
to the public. Shortly before 
adjourning for the week they 
also voted approval of Sub. SB 
1016. the Campaign Reform 
Bill. 

“As far as I am concerned, 
the House cancelled the good 
affect of passage of the open 
meeting bill by their unbeliev- 
ably disrespectful passage of a 
campaign reform bill that is so 
full of loopholes it actually 
represents a step backwards in 
campaign law, 

“IT was very pleased thair- 
House Democrats and Republi- 
cans joined together to give 
approval to the open meeting 
bill. This bill could be signifi- 
cant to ensuring public faith in

Dates Announced 


With the addition of the 2,700 troops of the 107th 
Armored Cavalry Regiment of the Ohio National Guard, 


who will be training here this year, 


Col. Edmund 


Rutkowski, Camp Grayling Commander, has issued a 
revised schedule for the summer encampments. 

There will be four encampments this summer with 
a total of 14,315 guardsmen using the facilities of the 
sprawling confines of Camp Grayling, with Michigan 
supplying the major portion. 

The first two week training period will be from 
June 15 to June 29, with a total of 3,112 Michigan 


guardsmen making

soldiers, for their annual field training. 


The period of 


July 6-20, 


1,576 Michigan 


guardsmen will be joined by 700 U.S. Marine Corps 
Reserves fora total of 2, 276 using the camp facilities. 


Calg Regiment of the Ohio National Guard with a 
total of 2,700 men will use Camp Grayling for their 
summer training, being reassigned here by Fifth Army 
Headquarters in San Antonio, Texas. 

The final 2 week training period will be August 
3-17, with Michigan’s largest contingent numbering 
5,689, being joined by 338 Indiana guardsmen, and 200 
from the 123 Tac Air Unit from Ohio, for a total of 6,227 
‘winding up summer training. 

Earlier this year, Camp Grayling lost the main 
bodies of the Indiana and Ohio National Guard for their 
annual training when the governors of these states 
ordered their guardsmen to train in their home states, 
due to the national energy crisis.

Editor’s Mailbox 


May 15, 1974 


Dear Sir: 

T am writing to you in 
regards to the upcoming elec- 
tion for the Koard of ‘Trustees 
at. Kirtland Community Col- 
lege. I hope the community 
realized the importance of this 
election and why it is vital to 
have people on the Board who 
not only believe in the impor- 
tance of education, but are 
concerned about the community 
as well. 

Iam a 1972 graduate of KCC 
who can no longer say I am 
proud of the college I worked so 
hard to support. I served on the 
Student Government for two 
years (one as President), the 
Accreditation Committee, the 
screening committee for hiring 


Stow 
actively for the millage cam- 
paign (I thought at that time 
that Kirtland needed more 
funds). I was also on the college 
Work Study Program. I did all 
of these things because 1 
believed in KCC and it's goals. 
Now, however, I am a taxpayer 
who does not like what 1 see 
going on at our community 
college. 

I do not like the fact that the 
college is not doing all it can to 
serve the community which 
pays for’ 
concerned citizens we should be 
asking why the number of 
students enrolled from our four 
county area is so low. Could it 
be because the college has 
actively spent more time re- 
cruiting students from down- 
state, rather than in our own 
community? The answer to the 
question is Yes! Having worked 
in the admissions office I know 
this as fact as I saw the 
pressures put on the people in 
that office by the top admini- 
strator to recruit in the Detroit 
area etc. 

Why aren't more students of 
this area interested in Kirt- 
land? Why has the curriculum 
gone steadily “down-hiil” over 
the past few years? The exces- 
sive use of part-time instruc- 
tors is one answer, as this has 
been a problem for several 
years. In fact, this was brought 
to the attention of the admini- 
stration by the North Central 
Accreditation Committee, yet 
nothing has been done. There 
are also too many qualified 
instructors either being let go 
or resigning due to problems 
between the faculty and ad- 
ministration. This is really sad 
because, speaking as a former 
student, I felt the instruction, 
while I was there, was ex- 
cellent. 

Also, I feel that the admini- 
stration and Board has ignored 
the needs of students in such 
areas as housing, student in- 
surance, student activities, and 
counseling (they no longer have 
a counselor since Mr. Luk- 
shaitis resigned) etc. The above 
are just some of my concerns. I 
would like to see the Board of 
Trustees challenge some of the 
things that are being dene by 
the administration rather than 
ignoring the issues and passing 
things unquestioned. We need 
people on the Board who are 
willing to give their time to look 
out for our interests. 

I believe we have a chance 
now to put the right people in 
that position. 

Evaluate the candidates who 
are running, examine the real 
issues, don't just put the same 
people back on the Board. You 
and I must stop what is 
happening at KCC before it is 
too late lor accreditation, too 
late to save our beautiful 
college. Let's breathe some new 
life into what can and should be 
a fine community college.

Just as certain documents 
were essential for you to fill out 
your Form 1040, they may well 
be necessary for you at some 
time in the future. Obviously, if 
this year's tax return is select- 
ed by the Internal Revenue 
Service for an audit, you will 
need those records te show how 
you determined what you 
thought to be the correct tax 
due. Even if your return is 
accepted as filed, for your 
peace of mind and good busi- 
ness practice you should keep 
all tax records as long as they 
remain useful to you. 

The law specifies only that 
you must maintain records 
required to establish the cor- 
rect amount of income, credits, 
deductions, and other matters

Smokey Says: 


Hold On To Those Tax Records! 


You filed your 1973 federal to be reported on returns. This 


means that you should seep ail 


informaticn that will substan- 
tiate the items claimed on your 
tax return. . 

There is no requirement as to 
the particular kinds of records 
for tax purposes, other than 
that they must be permanent, 
accurate, and complete. How- 
ever, it might pay to look over 
your tax accounting methods, 
for no one should remain under 
the illusion that bits and pieces 
of naner thrown into a discard 
ed shoe box can be considered 
proper records at tax time. 

Records are required hy law - 
adequate records - but good 
records should:be required by 
you, the taxpayer, since fre- 
quently the differnece between 
some documentation and good 
record-keeping is income tax 
savings. 

The IRS recommends that alt 
taxpayers carefully consider 
keeping track of such records

penses; state, local, and prop- 


erty taxess ¢' charitable contrihy- 


tions; interest and finance 
charges; disabled dependent 
and child care; political contri-

expenses, such as investment 
advice and publications; and 
reimbursements for casualty 
losses or thefts. 

How long should you keep 
tax records? it varies, depend- 
ing on the information docu- 
mented. In general, records 
must be retained as Jong as 
their content may he material 
in the administration of any 
internal revenue law. 

Receipts, canceled checks, 
and other records supporting a 
deduction, credit, expense, or 
item of income should be kept 
at least three years from the 
due date of the return or the 
date the tax is paid, whichever 
is later. 

Record-keeping is important 
during these three years be- 
cause under the law, the IRS 
can audit individual income tax 
returns three years back when 
errors are suspected. 


There are other tax records 


records 
that should he kept longer than 
three ycars. Records of how 
much you paid for your home 
and its major improvements. 
for example, should be main- 
tdined to establish your cost 

-You should retain indefinitely 
records of costs of any ‘stocks, 
bonds, or other investments so 
you can similarly compute gain 
or loss when you sell. And 


* records should be kept on any 


property received by gift or 
inheritance so that you may 
determine tax due if you decide 
to sell someday. 

Also, retain copies of your 
previously filed tax returns as a 
part of your records. They help 
in preparing future tax returns 
as well as in such computations 
as filing a claim for refund or 
income averaging.

As far as 
hardships go, untold thousands of families gave 
husbands, sons and brothers to the Confederate or 
Union cause and never heard from them again nor knew 
their fate. 

Alienation of different groups of people, cynicism, 
secrecy, distrust, violence and all of the other bad 
elements included in today’s list of problems pale into 
insignificance compared to difficulties faced and 
overcome in past days of our nation’s history. A little 
good-will, common sense and hard work over a 
reasonable period of time have always done a lot to 
make things better. They still can do the job. 


Up And Away 


For nearly 40 years, the Gallup Poll has run a 
survey which periodically checks on the progress of 
inflation. The question asked is, “What is the smaliest 
amount of money a family of four (husband, wife, and 
two children) needs each week to get along in this 
community?” The latest survey showed the median 
dollar income suggested by those responding to the 
question to be $152 per week. In 1937, the figure was 
$30. To fill out the picture, the arnount in 1947 was $43, 
in 1957 it was $72 and in 1967 it reached $101.

English Is Not Enough 


“Guten Tag” is not a new children’s game, but for 
miltions of American youngsters with no desire to set 
foot inside a foreign language classroom, that simple 
German phrase for “Hello” may as wel! be. Unless this 
alarming disinterest in other languziges and cultures is 
dispelled, our young people will undoubtedly have 
{rouble coping with the rest of the world in the years 
ahead. . 

For aecades, higher education in the United States 
wisely stressed the importance of foreign ianguage 
instruction by making it mandatory. In recent years, 
the requiiements were lifted, and, according to the 
Modern Language Association. foreign language 
classes in high school and college fell 9.2 percent from 
1970 to 1972. Now that modern technology has brought 
the peanles af the world into daily contact with each 
other, such an indifferent attitude toward other 
societies can only be described as disastrous to the 
future of international understanding. 

Many countries have recognized this danger by 
placing added emphasis on foreign tanguages in their 
schools. The message for Americans should be clear. 
Knowledge of the English language alone simply will 
not suffice in this interdependent, multilingual world 
of ours.

In a revent letter to the 
editor or article depending on 
which newspaper one reads, 
Mr. Weinberg referred to can- 
didates who are ronning against 
incumbents as “a-grinders.”

LANSING—State Officials a- 
gree it is a disturbing thought 
but if the present trend in 
welfare costs continue, it won't 
be fong before Michigan tax- 
payers will be paying more for 
welfare than for education, 
according to Sen. John ‘l'oepp. 

Welfare costs already far 
outstrip the state's cost of 
supporting its institutions of 
higher learning and officials 
fear it may not be long before 
they will exceed state stppert 
of publie schools, which this 
year is about $1.2 billion. 

Looking al it another way, 
within the near Suture fiseal 
experts expect the state to be 
paying about $1 billion a year 
for welfare. Just 20 years ago 
this would have covered all 
state government costs - in- 
eluding welfare, education, 
highways, parks, corrections 
and all other state services, 
Sen. Toepp said. 

The disturbing news comes 
from the January social ser- 
vices statistics published by the 
state department of — social 
services, 

The sharply rising cost of 
welfare in recent months re- 
sults primarily from two things 
- increased unempioyment and 
inereased cost of living for 
weifare cases. 

The January report shows 
that inthe last five months, the 
caseload has increased by 2,310 
families a month compared with 
the five - month average in 
crease of 811 families a month. 

The total caseload could ex- 
eeed 200,000 a month shortly if 
that present rate of increase 
vontinues. Such a caseload 
would put the annual welfare 
expenditures in Michigan to 
$1.3 billion, or almost three 
times the present state support 
of higher education. Figures 
are not yet tabulated for April 
but social services officials are 
expeciing that between 1,800 
and 2,000 new cases’ were 
added last month. 

The money being spent on 
families with dependent child- 
ren and children of unemployed 
couid finance all of the state's 
colleges for four years or pay 
fur the operation of all except 
one of the state’s 19 depart- 
ments for a year! 

When the proposed state 

budget for the nuxt fiscal year 
starting July 1 was prepured, 
the governor included $572.6 
million in state funds for 
welfare but state officials are 
certain that this will be greatly 
exceeded before the next fiscal 
year ends. At the present rate 
of increase, the new fiscal year 
will open with 187,700 cases on 
the rolls compared with the 
average of 184,000 anticipated 
in the governor's proposed 
budget. The rate of increase 
has risen almost 400 percent 
since 1968-6", when the aver: 
age monthly increase was only 
4!G new cases. 
Ii is interesting to note that 
average Medicaid payments in 
January increased more than 
20 percent over December and 
more than 46 percent over the 
average of just one year ago, 
Sen. Toepp added.
